FIRST JASPER | 
SETTLER, DIES 


Pioneer Established Beau-| 
tiful Home In Athabasca 
Valley 


Exclusive to Edmonton Bulletin 
JASPER, Marth 25—Jasper's 
first white settler, James Louis | 
Swift, died here on Easter Sun- 
day afternoon. He war 86 years 
of age and resided in the Atha- 
basca Valley since 1892. During 
his long life he had many excit- 

ing adventures. 

Born in a small hamlet in Ohio, 
he came west carly life and 
drove the famous Deadwood stage 
coach for a time. He knew many 
of the heroes of the early frontier, 
among them Wild Bill Hickok. 
When the American west became 
more settled, he turned north to the 
Canadian frontiers and stopped for 
a while in Calgary before moving 
on to Fort Edmonton, then a small 
outfitting past. 

Learning of the beauties of the 
Athabasca Valley, he visited the 
spot in 1892, and has remained ever 
since. A year later he brought his} 
bride to his mountain home over) 
the 300 miles of pack trails from 
Edmonton. All his supplies had t 
be brought over this same trail} 
once a year and he decided to find 
hime ‘ with

In tomorrow's election the voter is re- 
quired to mark his ballot paper by plac- 
ing X opposite the name of the candidate 
for whom he wishes to vote. 

He must use no other symbol, and 
nust make no other mark on the ballot. 
Should he do either the ballot would be 
spoiled and the vote could not be counted. 

This strict legal regulation as to the 
manner of marking the ballot is necessary 
to preserve absolute secrecy as to how the 
elector votes- The election officials have 
no option as to counting or rejecting bal- 
lots improperly marked. It is up to the 
voter to follow the plain and simple in- 
structions as thus laid down in the law. 
Should he not do so he will disfranchise 
himself.

In Canada—and every other demo- 
cratic country—there should be at this 
time a new appreciation of what it means 
to have the power to vote, to thus de- 
termine the lines on which we are to be 
governed, and to select the men who are 
to speak for us in a free parliament. 


Thousands of men, women and children 
have died‘in Europe within the last two 
years in vain attempts to keep that power. 
Our fathers in remoter times died to gain 
that power for us. Our sons may have to 
die to preserve it for those who are to 
come after. 

The right to vote is a blood-bought 
privilege. If the conquerors of Czecho- 
slovakia, Poland, Ethiopia, Albania and 
Finland can sweep the world with their 
plans for tyranny it will be a privilege 
no longer, here or elsewhere. 

These are facts which should come 
home to the minds of any Canadians who 
find themselves tempted to stay away 
from the polls tomorrow and thus treat 
their right to vote as a matter of no great 
concern, 


Climbing The Hill 


It is very encouraging news for the 
taxpayers—and equally bad news for the 
amalgamators—-that the National Rail- 
Ways last year earned $14,788,807 net 
operating revenue more than in 1938. 
That is the amount left in the treasury 
after all costs of operating the railways 
had been met, with which to pay interest 
on the capital put into the various units 
which now compose the National system. 

In 1938 the revenue fell short of meet- 
ing the operating expenses by more than 
$3,000,000. This shortage had to be 
made up, and the whole of the interest 
charges paid, out of tax-money. Last 
year the revenue paid all the running ex- 
penses and $10,635,023 of the interest 
charges as well. 

Putting it in another way, if the bond- 
holders of the National system held stock 
instead of bonds they would have got no 
dividend in 1938 but would have got a 
small dividend last vear. 

There is no mystery as to what caused 
the change in the financial come-to. The 
National system handled more traffic in 
1939 than in 1938. That simple fact ac- 
counts for the difference. It secured more 


traffic partly because there was more 
traffic to be handled. But in part also 
because the National is once more being 
run as an actual and active competitive

Aerosleds 


A recent despatch from Summerside tells of 
the popularity of aerosleds in that district. The 
vehicles are designed to provide speedy travel 
when snow conditions interfere with automobile 
traffic. The contrivances are mounted on run- 
ners and driven by propellers of aircraft type. 
Since they do not depend for the grip of wheels 
on the ground to give them motive power, slip- 
pery roads are no obstacle. 

The aerosleds can be designed to produce 
high speeds, better than 60 miles an hour on 
snow and 100 on ice. 

The vehicles are being put to official use in 
Western Colorado where U.S. census takers have 
adopted them for trips to inhabitants of remote 
sections of the state. The census men call their 
machine a “snowplane” and claim that it will 
not only travel at the high speeds but will climb 
a 45 degree slope. 

Many a motorist who has tried to drive his 
ear up an icy or snowy hill, only to have the 
back wheels spin vainly, will envy the census 
men with their snowplane—Halifax Chronicle.

Apart from the 
observation that most of thase who appear on 
theft charges are of weak physiognomy and low 
intelligence, an arresting fact is that they have 
long records of imprisonment. Several of them 
must have spent much more ‘time behind the 
bars than in enjoyment of freedom, during their 
adult life. 


I can understand a man carrying out a major 
theft or fraud on the chance that he could there- 
by achieve a competence, but only a foolish, 
weak character would risk recurrent imprison- 
ments for the proceeds of petty thefts and 
frauds. There must be something wrong with the 
mentalities of habitual petty offenders.

Some years ago I was interested in the case 
of a dockworker who was struck on the head 
with the swinging weight st the end of a crane 
hoist. Prior to the accident he had been a man 
of exemplary habits. After his discharge from 
hospital he developed immoral habits that led 
to his arrest. The difference in 
his moral conduct so clearly 
dated from the injury to his 
head that a further medical ex- 
amination was ordered. This revealed that a por- 
tion of his skull was pressing on the brain. After 
the operation to relieve the pressure, he was 
restored to normal, well-balanced life. 

Modern studies in endocrinology reveal that 
we are all what our ductless glands make us in 
size, shape, color, mentality and disposition. In 
my own recent experience I learned how an 
over active thyroid can disturb one’s nature, 
making one irritable and nervous and apt to do 
impulsive, regrettable things in an instant of 
uncontrol. I can't help feeling that these habit- 
ual offenders who, forfeiting freedom under 
foolish impulses, are victims of mental pressure 
glandular unbalance. A wiser age than ours 
will protect itself from the habitual offender by 
glandular therapy instead of the penitentiary. 
It will be cheaper too—not to say more humane.

| NEW YORK, March 25-—Develop- 
ment of the world’s most efficient 


\ aircraft engine, which produces a 
horsepower for approximately every 
pound of its weight, was announced 
\today by the Wright Aeronautical 
Corporation of Patterson, N.J., one 
of the United States’ pioneer air- 
plane motor manufacturers. 

Just licensed by the U.S. govern- 

ment, the engine is rated at 1,200 
| horsepower for take-off. 
The significance of the announce- 
Iment lies in the fact that engineers

The sun spot is caused by a tre-

| heading toward the poles, disrupts 
other electrical currents travelling at 
| right angles, like conflicting streams 
| of traffic; the force is so strong that 
it will sometimes reverse the direc 
}tion of current in a circuit. The 
Aurora Borelis, or northern lights, is 
a manifestation of this rush of part 
cles to the poles. The aurora was not 
visible last night, however. 

For four hours and 10 minutes, 
starting at 10:30 a.m, E.S.T,, the 
Associated Press network of 285, 
000 miles of leased wires was out 
of use except in a 500-mile radius 
around New York City.

TO TRAIN FOR |

R. S. Sheppard, B. Educ., 
Speaks On “Schools | 
Of Tomorrow” 


High schools are tending more 
and more to train pupils for the 
activities of life rather than to 
prepare them for university, R. 
S. Sheppard, B. Educ., assistant 
superintendent of nublic schools 
in Edmonton, told a meeting of 
the Kiwanis club Monday.

aims of Britain with those of the 
United States, 

When our victory has been won 
Finland will inevitably share the 
benefits which will spring from 
establishment of that lasting and 
righteous peace which the British 
Prime Minister and the President of 
the United States have both de- 
clared to be the only peace which 
is possible.” he said 

Lord Halifax praised the courage 
of Finnish soldiers saying that “if 
others had shared Finland’s deter- 
mination to resist evil and barbar- 
ism” Britain aud Finland now 
would be “fighting side by side in 
a common cause.” 

The British press yesterday dis- 
cussed at some length the attitude 
of the United States to the war and 
toward Great Britain, 

Among the cditorials and arti- 
cles on United States opinion was 
one in the Sunday Chronicle 
which said that in the last war 
“at this stage” the United States 
“changed its tune from ‘I didn’t 
raise my boy to be a soldier’ to 
‘The Yanks Are Coming.’ 

“That may not happen again. If 
it does, American help will be as 
welcome as it would be valuable,” 
it added. 

“Hitler thinks he can fool the 
United States by talking peace and 
good will,” “Goebbels gulls Amer- 
ica,” and “Britain Losing War of 
Words: Goebbels’ Lies Sweep Amer- 
ica,” were some of the headlines 
with which the Sunday press show- 
ed growing interest in the United 
States’ reaction to war incidents, 


CONSCRIPTION 
IS OPPOSED BY 
ALL LIBERALS 


Formidable Opposition By 
Grits Converts Whole 


Country

QUEBEC, March 25—The Lib- 
eral party by its “formidable op- 
Position” to conscription has con- 
verted “The Conservatives, the 
parliament and the entire country, 
with the exception of certain ex- 
tremists, to the doctrine of free 
and voluntary recruiting,” justice 
minister Ernest Lapointe said Sat- 
urday night. 

“Certain of our adversaries pro- 
claim today their opposition to the 
conscription which they themselves 
established and defended with all 
their efforts,” the Liberal cabinet 
minister said in a 25-minute address 
over a provincial hookup of priv- 
ately owned radio stations. “It is up 
to the people to decide whether to 
put any more confidence in these 
last-hour converts.” 


IMPORTANT ELECTION 

Voters in Tuesday's Dominion 
general election probably would be 
casting the most important ballot in 
their lives. The government return- 
ed would have the task of directing 
Canada’s war effort and of prepar- 
ing the country’s future “after the 
victory.” 

“In the course of this campaign 
certain hot-heads, over-excited by 
the desire of assuming power, 
have made all sorts of accusations 
against the government,” the jus- 
tice minister declared. “Most of 
these falsities have been categori- 
cally disproved, tt has been 
proved, to the satisfaction of 
thinking souls, that there has been 
neither graft nor favoritism. 

“When the security, the future 

the existence itself of the country 
are at stake, it is the duty of all 
citizens, and above all for party 
Jeaders, to become informed before 
accusing, not to try to plant panic 
and to keep themselves from sup- 
plying arms to the enemy.”

Mr, Lapointe said Conservative 
leader R. J. Manion was asking the 
electorate for a “blind vote”. The 
opposition chief spoke of forming a 
vational government with the “best
